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SEAGRAM DONATES $1 MILLION TO CONCORDIA UNIVERSITY

The contribution is to establish the Seagram Fund for Academic 
Innovation, an endowment to support innovative projects and programs and to 
help the University build on its special strengths so that additional 
programs of excellence can be created. 

"Concordia is noted for its flexibility, its willingness to innovate 
and its ability to develop very distinct programs and projects," Mr. Bronfman 
said. "The Seagram Fund will help the University to capitalize on its 
creativity and demonstrated national and international success in a wide range 
of areas." 

The announcement of the $1 million endowment fund was made at a 
reception attended by members of Concordia University’s Rector’s Circle and 
representatives of the University’s Board of Governors, faculty, students and 
Seagram. 

Announcements regarding the specific initiatives to be funded will be 
made at a later date, but Concordia University Rector and Vice-Chancellor, 
Patrick Kenniff, said that "particular attention will be given to projects 
which have a potential impact on Canada as a whole. 
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"For example activities to be funded could vary from the establishment 
of a research program to the organization of a national conference. It is 
anticipated that emphasis will be placed on supporting inter-disciplinary 
projects. 

"We believe that this endowment will result in many long-term benefits 
for Concordia and the country," Dr. Kenniff said, adding that "the University 
is very grateful to The Seagram Company Ltd. for demonstrating considerable 


foresight in creating this special fund."
